FILLING STATION PAY 
DISPUTE 15 SETTLED 


Eight Companies Make 3- 
Month Agreement .Affect- 
ing 3000. Men. 


| 


An agreement establishing mini- 
mum wages and other terms of em- 
ployment for gasoline filling station 
and warehouse employes was an- 
nounced today by eight major oil 
companies and the Gasoline Em- 
ployes’ Union. | 

The settlement was reached 
through the efforts of the Petro- 
leum Labor Policy Board, which 
conducted hearings here and at 
Washingtor. Although the agree- 
ment is for only three months at 
the outset, it provides for future 
collective bargaining and adjust- 
ment of differences by conciliation 


and arbitration. The terms apply 
to all of the 3000 station attendants 
and warehouse men in the city and 
suburbs, and it was estimated that 
1500 men would gain wage  in- 
creases. 


Wage Increases. 


Minimum salaries of filling sta- 
tion managers are increased from 
$105 a month to $110. At stations 
with more than one helper man- 
agers are to receive $5 a month for 
the second helper, $2 for each addi- 
tional full-time helper and $1 for 
each part-time helper. 

New helpers are to receive $90 
a month, and then pay is to be in- 
creased to $95 at the end of a 
year’s service. Previous to the 
strike last November helpers re- 
ceived as little as $65 a month. 
Following the strike the pay of all 
‘helpers was fixed at $90. 

The minimum wage for ware- 
house men was set at $90 and $95 
a month. Formerly the wages of 
these workers was as-low as $73 
a month. The monthly pay of 
maintenance men will be $110. , 
The agreement specifies that 
rates of pay in excess of the mini- 
mum, whether commissions or sal- 
aries, shall not be reduced. 
Another disputed point disposed 
of deals with- uniforms. Employers 
requiring station attendants to be 
in uniform must furnish the cloth- 
ing and pay for laundering it. Pre- 
viously most employes were. re- 
quired to furnish their own uni- 
forms and to keep them present- 


able. 
Evaporation Tests. 


The agreement also provides that 
tests shall be conducted under the 
supervision of the Petroleum Labor 
Policy Board to determine the ex- 
tent of losses of gasoline due to 
evaporation and other factors, with 
a view to establishing a loss allow- 
ance in favor of station attendants. 
In the past, attendants have been 
required to pay for such losses out 
of their salaries. If an allowance 
is determined it will be retroactive 
to Jan. 15.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—In- 


dorsement of the 30-hour work 
week as an expression of public 
policy was recommended to Con- 
gress yesterday by Secretary of 
Labor Perkins, but she opposed 
the imposition of such an arbi- 
trary limit upon industry until 
there has been ample opportunity 
to see how it will work out. 

She also told the committee she 


would suggest that Congress adopt 
@ resolution emphasizing that 
NRA codes had not reduced la- 
bor hours enough. 

“I favor a shortening of the work 
week, either by law Or in practice, 
or both,” Miss Perkins said. “Il 
think it is essential for our civiliza- 
tion and for maintaining a balance 
between industrial workers and 
farm workers. But if we move 
to shorten the work week, we must 
take/into account the stability of 
the workers’ wages and increase 
them commensurately with the 
decrease in hours of work. 

Stable Income Necessary. 

“Testimony this summer has been 
extremely important in disclosing 
how wagesjhad fallen in this 
country. e must have a stable 
income of wage earners if we are 
to havé the benefits of the shorter 
work week and the benefits to the 
people that flow from it. I think 
we shall have to move toward the 
shorter work week, but we will 
have to provide some means of de- 
termining wage rates thereunder, 
— through a quasi-judicial 


y. 

“We are still in a transition pe 
riod and must proceed carefully 
in determining what we shall do, 
not knowing when the depression 
will be entirely over, My own in- 
stinct at this moment is to permit 
the codes to continue on their ex- 
perimental basis wherein matters 
are easily corrected, rather than 
make it definite that no code can 
provide more than 30 hours. 

For Expression of 

“There are, perhaps, some indus- 
tries in some areas where there 
still may be some labor shortage. 
I would favor a resolution by Con- 
gress for example, that the codes 
should move toward a shorter than 
40-hour week as is the present av- 
erage, and that there should be a 
shortening by the industries where 
possible.” 

She suggested a board of three 
Cabinet members to meet emer- 
gency situations, take care of geo- 
graphical differences and the like. 

“I much prefer,” she said; “an 
expression of public policy, and to 
provide for control under some 
limitations, then in three or four 
years we would be able to see how 
it works out. I think in all these 
problems we ought to make a sci- 
entific approach, although I am 
very much in favor of the shorter 
work week.” 


Favors Insurance Levy. 

Indorsing the Wagner-Lewis 
measure to create a national un- 
employment insurance fund through 
a 5 per cent levy on payrolls of em- 
ployers of 10 or more persons as 
probably “the most important bill 
in a decade, comparable to the Na- 
tional Recovery Act,” Miss Per- 
kins expressed the hope it would 
be enacted this session. 

“The desirability of keeping up 
the purchasing power of the mass 
of the people, who are in the wage 
earner.group, is of great impor- 
tance to the economics of the coun- 
try,” she said. “It seems to me 
the time has come for adoption of 
general unemployment insurance 
in the United States so we may 
provide for. at least part compen- 
sation for people who wish to work 
and cannot through no fault of 
their own.”

Striking indication that the 
smoke-polluted air every St. Louis- 
an breathes is ultimately inimical 
to life was reported today after 18 
months of animal experiment in 
Oscar Johnson Institute of Re- 
search. : r 

In September, 1932, equal num- 
bers of the same breeds of guinea 
pigs and white rats were placed in 


adjoining rooms on the.tenth floor), 


of the institute under identical con- 
ditions of food, temperature. light 
and other factors, except that one 
room was open to ordinary St. 
Louis air but the air in the other 
room was purified of dust,, soot 
and harmful gases. 

Today twice as many animals 


survive in the air-conditioned room 
as in the other room. They have bred 
more rapidly, litters have been 
larger and offspring. healthier. 
Young animals and old have been 
less subject to disease. For the last 
year, the incidence of pneumonia 
f rats in the “control” room, open 
to ordinary air, has been three 
times that in the air-conditioned 
room. 

“This experiment has a personal 
interest for me, as it may for many 
St. Louisans,” commented Dr. Lee 
Wallace Dean, head .of the oto 
laryngological division of the in- 
stitute and professor of otolaryng- 
ology in Washington University 
School of Medicine. “1 nearly lost 
a grandson a few days ago, in just 
the same way as I see these little 
shavers in the control room get the 
‘sniffles’ and then flicker out.” 


Research to Go On. 

The work is to continue for an- 
other year. Monkeys, which are 
especially subject to respiratory 
diséases in this climate, are to be 
included. The experiment will take 
in the/‘effect of ultra-violet light 
in protection again infections, 
since one of the chief harmful ef- 
fects of the smoke pall is believed 
to be its blanket shutting off sun- 
light from city children. 

Some provision may be made for 
making humidity the same in the 
two rooms. The humidity in the 
air-conditioned room is more sta- 
ble than in the control room, but 
Dr. Dean is convinced the results 
of the experiment are due to the 
removal of impiirities from the air. 
The exact effects of the impurities 
on the sinuses, lungs and bronchi 
are to be determined. 

It is, he remarked, “a very ordi- 
nary experiment meticulously per- 
formed.” But the meticulous ex- 
actitude he demanded led to ex- 
traordinary measures and required 
the services of Miss Catherine 
Buhrmester in chemistry, Dr. C. C. 
Bunch in physics, Dr. W. F. Wen 
ner in biology, Miss Evelyn Dixon 
in bacteriology, and as consultant, 
the dean of the medical school 
himself, Dr. W. McKim Marriott, 
an outstanding chemist and, as a 
pediatrician, intimately concerned 
with the effects of St. Louis smoke 
on child health. 


Early Work on Apparatus. 

Spending several thousand dol- 
lars on apparatus, the institute 
found that the object was not ac- 
complished with the exactitude it 
required, and the first six months 
was spent in perfecting the condi- 
tioning apparatus, the technique 
and the means of exact 
The graviometric method ultimately 
chosen for analyzing the air con- 
tent was worked out by Dr. Mar- 
riott. 

The sulphir content of the air 
was an important factor, since to 
it was Jargely attributed the health 
menace of city smoke. But time 
after time, in the first six months, 
analysis indicated sulphur in air 
which the scientists were certain 
was smoke-free. Sulphur from 
some source had contaminated the 
andlysis. They traced it to the 
rubber stoppers and tubing used 
in. the analytical apparatus, dis 
carded rubber where possible, and 
where it had to be used, coated it 
with paraffin. Measuring the 
for quantitative analysis was a 
problem, until the gas company 
donated meters and technica) aid.

The animals were under the con- 
stant care of outstanding specialists 
and the conditions to which they 
were subject were supervised and 
checked by a staff of experts. The 
institute has a record of tempera- 
ture, humidity and barometric pres- 
sure in the two rooms for every 
hour of the 18 months. For the first 
six months comparative bacterio- 
logical and chemical analyses were 
made daily; since then every two 
weeks as routine, but intensively, 


every hour or 80, through each/ 


smoky day. 

A material point was that the 
higher incidence of respiratory in- 
fections in the control room was not 
due to a higher germ content fn the 
air. The bacteriological analyses 
for the two rooms ran about the 
same; the difference was in the 
chemical] impurities. ° 

Effect of the Wind. 

Since the institute, on Kingshigh- 
way, is west of the main industrial 
district, the analyses showed that 
sulphur gas in the air declined when 
the wind was from the west, and 
rose when it was from the east. It 
was most pronounced if, on a smoky 
morning, the air was quiet. In 15 
minutes after the wind rose the 
sulphur gases would markedly de- 
crease. Rain and snow purified the 
air. 
“The rats in the air-conditioned 
room are in better physical condi- 
tion than in the control room,” re- 
ported Dr. Dean, “They are more 
lively. There are-more successful 
matings of rats in the air-condi- 
tioned room and more rats are born 
of the same number of parents in 
the air-conditioned room than in the 
contro] room. 

“During ‘the first year with the 
guinea pigs there were many more 
litters of three in the afr-condi- 
tioned room than in the control 
room. No member of any litter of 
three in the air-conditioned room 
died, In no instance during the 
first year did all the members of 
any litter of three in the control 
room survive.”

“Presidential” vote, as the amend-

“The principal object of this 
amendment is the abolishment of 
the electoral college. It provides 
that the people shall vote directly 
for candidates for President and 
for Vice-President. : 

“It makes it possible to nominate 
entirely independent candidates for 
President and for Vice-President 
and for the names of such can- 
didates to be placed upon the offi- 
cial ballot and the votes canvassed 
the same as the State law provides 
for the canvassing of such votes 
for independent candidates for Gov- 
ernor. 

“Under our present system, when 
the two great political parties have 
made their nominations, it is al- 
most an impossibility, and always 
a very expensive operation, for any 
independent candidate to run for 
the office of President or Vice 
President.” 

The proposal also seeks to do away 
with the possibility of throwing 
the election into the House as a 
result of a candidate's failure to 
get a majority of the electoral 
votes. Under a change made by 
the committee, the candidate re 
esiving the highest number of such 
votes, if that number constituted 35 
per cent or more of the total, would 
be the President. The election, then, 
could be thrown into the House only 
if two or more candidates had an 
équal number of votes, or no one 
received 35 per cent of the total. 

In such event the House would 
choose from not more than the 
highest three on the list, and the 
Senate would choose the Vice-Pres- 
ident, in similar circumstances, 
from the highest two.

ESTERDAY I explained that if 
Y they open the bidding against 
you with a spade and you, on 
opener’s left, hold 
xx Di. AQ 
Hts.K Q1i0xxx Cl. xxx 
you rightly feel that you should 
make a move. I showed how an 
overcall of two hearts would help 
the enemy in the most positive 
manher, both if. they have a good 
fit in spades and also if spades are 
a misfit for them and one of’ them 
has the hearts massed against you. 
In the former ease, if your part- 
ner has four hearts, you will elim- 
inate losers for them which they 
could not in many cases eliminate 
by their own bidding. In the latter 
case, you relieve them of the bid- 
ding of a difficult misfit. hand and 
present them gratuitously with a 
nice penalty, at two hearts dou- 
bled, on a silver.platter. Looking 
ghead, we have seen what may hap- 
pen if over two hearts your left- 
hand opponent says “double” and 
and also if he says “two spades” or 
three in a minor suit; two no- 
trumps is another response which 
may acquire deadly sigtiificance if 
made over your overcall, but which

had you doubled. So, instead of 
automatically singing out “two 
hearts,” the consequences of which 
can evidently not be very fruitful

What are the probable conse- 
quences of taking this action? In 
the first place, it is very likely to 
cut the next opponent out of a 
round of bidding.

Either you have 
at least a play for game in hearts, 
or else -your side bas no chance of 
beating four spades. You cannot 
be badly hurt in four hearts and 
you want to make it very hard for 
the opponent of your left to bid 
four spades.
